T h e C e aira l P acific. 
WHAT IT COST AXD HOW IT WAS i r a : - TLT A 
OF THE ROAD orTICtAL. 


On Friday, Sept. 12, Leland Stanford and 
Mark Hopkins, President and Treasurer of the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company, addressed 
about 1,000 of the Company’s employee? In the 
workshops at Sacramento, Cal. 
We make the 
following extracts from the apeech of Gov. 
Stanford, telling bow the road was built: 
“In 1860 a few men, some half a dozen in 
uumber, citizens of Sacramento, met toscetlier 
to consider the building of the railroad over 
the mountains. 
Iii Nevada the silver mine? 
had lieeu discovered, and there was a great 
business there. 
In the consideration of that 
subject ll was thought that at least it was 
possible to makh the conntruct ion of a road 
to the State of Nevada a nucleus—if I may 
say so, Hic embryo—of a Pacific Railroad. 
There was much deliberation and a great deal 
of consideration u|ion that subject. 
It was a 
great undertaking, and bow to do it was not 
clear, if It was practicable at all. 
But the re 
suit was tho organization of a railroad com­ 
pany to bulla a road from Sacramento to the 
Stale line. 
That organization having been 
perfected and some stock taken, Ii was then 
determined to prepare n bill, go lo Washing­ 
ton, and ask Congress if would not cid the 
building of a Pacific Railroad. 
That was done 
and the result was that the Pacific Railroad 
bill was passed. 
After it wa? passed we ap­ 
pealed to the citizens of California lo take 
stock in it. 
We thought we hail n good thing 
but very few did take stock. Outside the City 
Sacramento very little stock was taken. 
In Sacramento the peoph? came up and re 
sponded generously—nobly. 
But there was a 
good reason why thejieopie din not take stock. 
Why, I sometimes have to laugh at my own 
simplicity and that of my associates. 
When 
we were about to ojven tile books for sulwcrip- 
tloos to stock we imli.1: ‘We will o|ien them in 
Sacramento a week in advance of 0|>eniug in 
San Francisco in order to give tile people of 
our own town a good chalice.* 
We did so. 
Then we went down lo San Francisco and 
opened there. 
We expected a rush; that the 
stock would be all tukcn up—in a manner 
gobbled up—in Suu Francisco. 
But they did 
not come; they did not come the next day, 
anti at lust we went out to sci1 what was the 
matter. 
To make a long story short, the tub- 
stance amounts lo this: that money ut that 
time was worth two und a half or three |>cr 
Cent. per month, aud that they could not aflord 
to take stock iii an enterprise that if success­ 
ful could not promise any return shod of eight 
or ten tears. 
And that was the reason why 
the people liq) not take stock. 
That was a 
goad reason why they did not take any there 
or anywhen* else in California. 
Then, after 
that, Hopkins, Huntington, Chaa. Crocker, T. 
D. Judah, Bailey, and myself, met from time 
to time to consider what to do. And I reinem- 
Int one lime remarking that if we went on 
witli this railroad our individual fortunes would 
In* involved. 
Huntington -sui: “ Yes; bu' if 
we cannot build more titan one mile and pay 
for that we won't build a second mile, but we 
will alw ays bt* alite lo pay our tiebu. 
We can 
uflord to let our individual fortunes go; we 
won’t fail and owe anybody.” Mr. Sargent 
was a member of Collaret**. lie was the most 
Belive man iii Congress in the passage of Hie 
I Pacific Railroad bill. 
lie did more for it than 
any other man in Congress, aud deserve* more 
credit fot lls passage than any other man iu 
the United .Slates that ever wns in Congress. 
lie writ word to us that we must do some­ 
thing, that we must satisfy the people that we 
were in earnest. The result was that whiie 
our means were small, ne commenced lo do 
with such us we had, and by our credit we 
built thirty-ouc miles of railroad. 
Then our 
means were exhausted. 
We a p p le d to Hie 
people of the State, und to the Counties of Sac­ 
ramento and Placer. 
ITacer subscribed to* 
our stock £250,000; Sacramento subscribed 
$300,000, and San Francisco voter! to tate 
1000,000. 
Aller much trouble San Francisco 
compromised und gave us $100,000 iii bonds. 
The General Government has given us—no, 
I not given, gent lemun—loaned us, in their 
| bonds, $27,865.6pO. 
We had a right to item* 
j our own bonds to the same amount. The 
bond* of the Government were about par in 
I currency. Our own bonds, that is, our prent­ 
ices to pay, were for uu equal amount. 
At 
j tin* time. while we wen? struggling up Hie 
mountain, they .were worth alwut forty cents 
ou Ute dollar in gold, but they appreciated in 
value afterword, and we realized about sixty 
j cents in gold for each dollar iii Government 
I bonds, aud Ie?? than thai for our own, ?o that 
we received for the construction of tile Pacific 
Railroad about $30,000,000 iii gold for Gov­ 
ernment iKiiids, and our own first mortgage 
bonds. 
We had, however, mon* than that—a 
little—£1,300,000 of our bor.ii? the State prom­ 
ised to pay the Interest on. 
We sold those 
bonds for about $1,000,000, Uh* Statu paling 
the interest anti we to pay tin* principal. 
We 
had from San Francisco, Sacramento aud Pla­ 
cer, $tf i0,000 in liond?. on which we realized 
about £650,000 in gold. 
And Ilion there was 
another liass of i*onil.«, our own promises- 
like your own notes that yon give when you 
borrow money—from which we realized about 
auotbei million, so that we had substantially 
$32,650,000 in gold coin to build a railroad 
from .San Francisco to Ogden. 
That is what 
we had. 
About $ 16,000,000 of Government 
money, mid the balance from our own prom­ 
ises to pay, and State und County aid, for 
which we gave stock, to build the Pacific Rail­ 
road, 870 miles in length. 
Now, gentlemen, 
we an* held up as villains, scoundrels, rob­ 
bers, men who have done the public a great 
wrong. 
It is said that Huntington, the two 
Crockers, aud Stanford have made at least 
$10,000,000 api?ce out of the Government and 
the people; $50,OOO,OOO we must have made, 
according lo some, out of the $30,000,000 we 
bad to build tile road—(hut 870 miles of road. 
Most of you know what kind of a work that is. 
Why, gentlemen, no railroad men, no men ca­ 
llable of judging, believed it possible lo build 
a railroad over these Sierra Nevada mountains, 
and it is a wonder to me to-day that we are 
able to do it with our means. 
Why, when we 
had passed these mountains we bad used up j 


Hon of freight, everything coopered—that is 
the amount of inkiness—in the United State?, 
is done right bere in California, by this oyer- 
grown and dangerous monopoly that they tell 
«o much nbout.”

Chemistry itself is al a loss lo estimate the 
power of nitro-glycerine, and yet this new 
agent of death is twenty per cent, stronger.— 
That our readers may be enabled to form a 
faint conception of the danger of su*h a pre­ 
paration, we willglvea brief description of the 
process by which nllro-glycerlue, giant and 
Hercules powder are supposed to bo manufac­ 
tured, und of the extreme caution necessary 
in this manutacture. 
In the manufacture of 
nitro-glycerine, two tube?, each about a quar­ 
ter of au inch la diameter, and six Inches iu 
length, lead into a single tube of double their 
capacity but of the same length. Nitric acid 
Is introduce*! into oue and sulphuric acid into 
the oilier of these small tubes. The large 
tube contaius glycerine. 
The two acids are 
then forced quite gradually into the glycerine, 
and the chemical combination thus forms an 
explosive of incalculable power. 
.So powerful 
arid dangerous Is ibis article that not an ounce 
of it is allowed in tin* manufactory while this 
little tube, six inches long and half an inch in 
diameter, is betag filled, und Hie tube is kept 
constantly swathed in ice during the process. 
To m ike giant powder, this nitro-glycerine is 
allowed to drip u|»on a clay (“imllar to meer­ 
schaum) imported from Germany. 
This clay 
is the only |>crfect absorbent of nitro-giycerine 
known. 
As Hercules powder is darker, it is 
believed that that explosive is manufactured 
by the same process, charcoal, an imperfect 
absorbent. M ng used instead of said quality 
of clay. 
If, in the manufacture of nltro-glyc- 
erine, a strong tutu* is kept swathed in Ice, 
and a quantity of the liquid only six inches in 
length and half an inch in diameter is allow­ 
ed iu Hie building al the same time, no won­ 
der that General von Bokkelen, with Iii? pre­ 
paration twenty per cent, more powerful, re­ 
marked that lie would have it handled ther­ 
mometer in hand.— Virginia (tty Chron fate.

The C en tral Pacific. 
WHAT rr COST AND bow it w as bctlt- p l ia 
OF THE ROAD OFFICIAL. 


On Friday, Sept. 12, Lelaod Stanford and 
Mark Hopkins, President and Treasurer of the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company, addressed 
about 1,000 of the Company’s employees in the 
workshops at Sacramento, Cal. 
We make the 
following extracts from the speech of Gov. 
Stanford, telling how the road was built: 
“In 1860 a few men, some half a dozen in 
uumber, citizens of Sacramento, met together 
to consider the building of the railroad over 
the mountains. 
In Nevada the silver mines 
had been discovered, and there was a great 
business there. 
In the consideration of that 
subject it was thought that at least it was 
possible to raakh the construction of a road 
to the State of Nevada a nucleus—if I may 
say so, the embryo—of a Pacific Railroad. 
There was much deliberation and a great deal 
of consideration upon that subject 
It was a 
great undertaking, and how to do it was not 
clear, if it was practicable at all. 
But the re­ 
sult was the organization of a railroad com­ 
pany to build a road from Sacramento to the 
State line. 
That organization^ having been 
perfected and some stock taken, it was then 
determined to prepare a bill, go to Washing­ 
ton, and ask Congress if would not aid the 
building of a Pacific Railroad. 
That was done 
and the result was that the Pacific Railroad 
bill was passed. 
After it was passed we ap­ 
pealed to the citizens of California to take 
stock in it. 
We thought we had a good thing 
but very few did take stock. Outside the City 
of Sacramento very little stock was taken. 
In Sacramento the people came up and re­ 
sponded generously—nobiy. 
But there was a 
good reason why the people did not take stock. 
Why, I sometimes have to laugh at my own 
simplicity and that of my associates. 
When 
we were about to open the books for subscrip­ 
tions to stock we said: ‘We will open them in 
Sacramento a week in advance of openiug in 
San Francisco in order to give the people of 
our own town a good chance.’ 
We did so. 
Then we went down to San Francisco and 
opened there. 
We expected a rush; that the 
stock would be all taken up—in n inanuer 
gobbled up—in Sau Francisco. 
But they did 
not come; they did not come the next day, 
and at last we went out to see what wa3 the 
matter. 
To make a loug story short, the sub­ 
stance amounts to this: that money at that 
time was worth two uud a half or three per 
cent, per month, and that they could not aflord 
to take stock in an enterprise that if success­ 
ful could not promise any return short of eight 
or ten years. 
And that was the reason why 
the people dijl not take stock. 
That was a 
good reason why they did not take any there 
or anywhere else in California. 
Then, after 
that, Hopkins, Huntington, Cbas. Crocker, T. 
I). Judah, Bailey, and myself, met from time 
to time to consider what to do. And I remem­ 
ber one time remarking that if we went ou 
with this railroad our individual fortunes would 
be involved. 
Huntington ssid: “Yes; but if 
we cannot build more than one mile and pay 
for that we won't build a second mile, but we 
will always be able to pay our debts. 
We can 
aflord to let our individual fortunes go; we 
won’t fail and owe anybody.” 
Mr. Sargent 
was a member of Congress. He was the most 
active man in Congress in the passage of the 
Pacific Railroad bill, 
lie did more for it than 
any other man in Congress, and deserves more 
credit for its passage than any other man in 
the United States that ever was in Congress. 
He sent word to us that we must do some­ 
thing, that we must satisfy the people that we 
were in earnest. 
The result was that while 
our means were small, we commenced to do 
with such as we had, and by our credit wc 
built thirty-one miles of railroad. 
Then our 
means were exhausted. 
We appealed to the 
people of the State, and to the Counties of Sac­ 
ramento and Placer. 
Placer subscribed to* 
our stock $250,000; Sacramento subscribed 
$300,000, and San Francisco voted to take 
$G00,000. 
Alter much trouble 3 an Frauctsco 
compromised and gave us $100,000 in bouds. 
The General Government lia3 given us—no, 
not given, gentleman—loaned us, in their 
bonds, $27,865,680. 
We had a light to issue 
our own bonds to the same amount. 
The 
bonds of the Government were about par in 
currency. 
Our own bonds, that is, our prem­ 
ises to pay, were for an equal amount. 
At 
the tinte, while we were struggling up the 
mountain, they .were worth about forty cents 
ou the dollar in gold, but they appreciated in 
value afterward, and we realized about sixty 
cents in gold for eacii dollar in Government 
bond3, and less than that for our own, so that 
we received for the construction of the Pacific 
Railroad about $30,000,000 in gold for Gov­ 
ernment bonds, and our own first mortgage 
bonds. 
We had, however, more than that—a 
little—$1,500,000 of our bonds the State prom­ 
ised to pay the interest on. 
We sold those 
bonds for about $1,000,000, the State paying 
the interest and we to pay the principal. 
We 
bad from San Francisco, Sacramento nud Pla­ 
cer, $950,000 in bonds, on which we realized 
about $650,000 in gold. 
And then there was 
another class of bonds, our own prom ises- 
like your own noles that you give when you 
borrow money—from which we realized about 
another million, so that we had substantially 
$32,650,000 in gold coin to build a railroad 
from San Fraucisco to Ogden. 
That is what 
we had. 
About $16,000,000 of Government 
money, and the balance from our own prom­ 
ises to pay, and State and County aid, for 
which we gave stock, to build the Pacific Rail­ 
road, 870 miles in length. 
Now, gentlemen, 
we arc held up us villains, scoundrels, rob­ 
bers, men who have done the public a great 
wrong. 
It is said that Huntington, the two 
Crockers, and Stanford have made at least 
$10,000.000 apiece out of the Government and 
the people; $50,000,000 wc must have made, 
according to some, out of the $30,000,000 we 
had to build the road—that 870 miles of road. 
Most of you know what kind of a work that is. 
Why, gentlemen, no railroad men, no men ca­ 
pable of judging, believed it possible to build 
a railroad over these Sierra Nevada mountains, 
and it is a wonder to me to-day that we are 
able to do it with our means. 
Why, when we 
had passed these mountains we had used up 
all we had; all the bonds were sold; our road 
mortgaged 100 miles in advance, and our cred­ 
it used as far 03 we could. 
We were barely 
able to pas3 these mountaiusupon such means 
as we had. 
Then what are the benefits from 
this road? 
Mind you, this late political can­ 
vass was made a railroad issue by certain 
classes of people ot California. 
They held us 
up as dangerous, and they made people be­ 
lieve it. 
That is the way to account for the re­ 
sult of the vote. 
They paraded constantly 
that the State has to pay on that million and 
a half of our bonds, $105,000 yearly. 
Well, 
now, has the Stale been a loser by that ? Why, 
our taxes this year were about $350,000 on all 
the railroads with which I am connected; and 
that on the Central Pacific alone was about 
$200,000. 
So that there is a very handsome 
balance in favor of the people over and above 
that which they paid out. 
But, it is objected 
that we ure a great monopoly; that we are 
not Content with the Central Pacific Railroadj 
but that we build other railroads. 
Weil, gen­ 
tlemen, it is true that we have built other rail­ 
roads, and we built them well, and they are 
well equipped, as all you gentlemen know.— 
What harm for our building other railroads? 
Who lias been injured ? I say here that the 
cheapest railroading, the cheapest transporta­ 


tion of freight, everything considered—that is 
the amount of business—in the United States, 
Is done right here In Californio, by this oyer- 
grown and dangerous monopoly that they tell 
so much about.” 


tUant Pewdcr. 
Chemistry itself is at a los3 to estimate the 
power of nitro-glycerine, and yet this new 
agent of death is twenty per cent, stronger.— 
That our readers may be enabled to form a 
faint conception of the danger of sueh a pre­ 
paration, we will give a brief description of the 
process by which nitro-glycerine, giant and 
Hercules powder are supposed to be manufac­ 
tured, und of the extreme caution necessary 
in this mauutaclurc. 
In Hie manufacture of 
nitro-glycerine, two tubes, each about a quar­ 
ter of an inch in diameter, and six inches in 
length, lead into a single tube of double their 
capacity but of the same length. 
Nitric acid 
is introduced into one and sulphuric acid into 
the other of these small tubes. 
The large 
tube contaius glycerine. 
The two acids are 
then forced quite gradually into the glycerine, 
and the chemical combination thus forms an 
explosive of incalculable power. 
So powerful 
and dangerous is this article that not an ounce 
of it is allowed in the manufactory while this 
little tube, six inches long and half an inch in 
diameter, is being filled, and the lube is kept 
constantly swathed in ice during the process. 
To make giaut powder, this nitro-glycerine is 
allowed to drip upona clay (similar to meer­ 
schaum) imported from Germany. 
This clay 
is the only perfect absorbent of nitro-giycerine 
known. 
As Hercules powder is darker, it is 
believed that that explosive is manufactured 
by the same process, charcoal, an imperfect 
absorbent, being used instead of said quality 
of clay. 
If, in the manufacture of nitro-glyc- 
eviue, a strong tube is kept swathed in ice, 
and a quantity of the liquid only six inches in 
length and half an inch in diameter is allow­ 
ed in the building at the same time, no won­ 
der that General von Bokkelen, with his pre­ 
paration twenty per cent, more powerful, re­ 
marked that he would have it handled ther­ 
mometer in hand.— Virginia City Chronicle.

Then, failing to tie able to nego­ 
tiate any of their securities, they could do 
nothing but close. 
This is bad, but we assure 
our readers that the panic, although it may 
break out transiently before matters assume 
their natural quiet, will not materially uffect 
legitimate bnsiuess throughout the country. 
Keep cool everybody.

aid ha? imposed a like indebtedness upon our 
rural townships aud counties. 
It has been 
easy to borrow ami therefore lias seemed easy 
to pay. 
It will be for some years difficult to 
borrow and it will therefore be difficult to pay. 
This strain will be severe. 
I trust it will lie 
met bravely aud honestly; but this oue thing 
j is sure—the tax-payera of this state will not 
and should not forgive any legislator or official 
who spends or vote? one. dollar iu excess of 
actual need or in advance of the very surest 
and most certain internal improvement. 
The inefficient management of our canals 
from 1869 to 1872 brought our canal finances 
into an unfortunate condition; but there is 
little use in idle repining. 
The Erie canal, 
built by the wisdom of DeWitt Clinton and 
enlarged by the resolute faith of Wm. Henry 
Seward, has 
made 
a great 
highway of 
western commerce through our commonwealth 
and pours the riches of tiie states into the lap 
of our metropolis at tiie gates of the sea. 
No 
financial disasters of to-day should discourage, 
no burden of old debt should deter us. 
We 
must keep our Excelsior State still at the head 
of this nation and in the very forefront of com­ 
mercial endeavors of the continent, lakes nnd 
St. Lawrence and bring the grain fields of the 
vast prairie land to our very borders on the 
west add north. 
We must stili keep the wa­

Fern Pressing-. 
The Poughkeepsie Press in its issue on Tues­ 
day last coutains the following:—“ The girls 
should not forget that this is the time to gath­ 
er and press green ferns. They are so pretty 
and refreshing to have iu the house in cold 
weather, so easily obtained, and so little troub­ 
le to prepare, that it is a pity that uny oue 
should be without a few bunches when the 
flower-season.has passed. There are many 
inodes of preserving them; but the one that 
seems most successful is to pick the ferns 
when they aro young and tender; lay them be­ 
tween newspapers, or in large, flat books, and 
place them under very heavy weights, until 
the sap has entirely dried. Persons who gath­ 
er them in September oftcu leave them iu 
press till Thanksgiving or Christmas; assert­ 
ing that this long subjection to the weights 
keep the color better than any other method. 
Tbe safest way to secure perfect ferns is to 
take a book to the woods, and lay each one 
between the leaves as soon as broken from 
the stem. Even in a few minutes, ferns will 
curl at their tips, and after an hour or two it 
is almost impossible to lay them flat. This 
process is very good for bright leaves, and 
makes them look less artificial lhau when they 
are varnished. Bunches or Autumn leaves 
arc very beautiful evening decorations, if a 
lighted candle be set behind them. 
This 
brings out their brilliant tints, and gives them 
the appearance of having been freshly gath­ 
ered.”

Art! sulcal. 
The Aldiue, celebrated for its typographical, 
literary and artistical elegaucc, in Us issue 
for October gives on page 105 a largo illus­ 
tration of one of Jervis McEntee's paintings 
which is now the property of Mr. S. D. Coyken- 
dal! of this city. The picture w as sketched 
from nature in the Catskills, not far from the 
Laurel House, aud it Is called “Falling 
Leaves.” The illustration in the Aldine, 
though a good cut, does not give one an idea 
of the wondrous wealth of color and tbe poetic 
sentiment of the painting. In speaking of 
the painting the Aidihe says: 
- Nothtrg sate the airs that brood 
Over the magic sobrade. 
Ah, byao Wind are stirred those tree* 
That palpitate like the cbUl sea* 
Around the ml»ty Hebrides! 
They watc 
from out their fragrant tops 
Eternal dews come down in drops. 
They w eep fro m off their delicate stems 
Perennial tears descend in gems.’’ 
“ How exactly the artist has caught the 
spirit of nature at this season of the year, as 
well as the spirit of Poe’s poem 1 The trees 
are weeping tear-gems of gold and amber, 
red and orange, brown and scarlet, in an 
annual shower which is also perennial. Mr. 
McEntee, who has given 11s this glimpse of 
nature, ranks as one of the finest landscape 
painters belonging to the National Academy. 
The AJtflnc is fortunate in its interpretation of 
this gem of art, as Oue as any artist ever 
produced. He combiuos the faithfulness of 
Durand with the rich coloring in which Crop- 
sey delights. At the last exhibition of the 
Royal Academy of Art in London, Bayard 
Taylor, after visiting the galleries and in­ 
specting the pictures, expressed the wish that 
same of McEntee’s landscapes could be placed 
upon the walls to enliven them. English 
critics now admit that American landscape 
painters occupy a foremost position in the 
world. 
“ The October scenery of America surpasses 
iu the glow of its tints that of the rest of the 
world. As Longfellow says of the wind whoso 
kingdom was in “the laud of the White R ib- 
bit!” 
“ Ife II w;i3 whose baud lu autumn 
Painted all the trees with scarlet,. 
Stained the leaves with red and yellow. 
Filled the sky with haze and vapor, 
Filled the air with dreamy softness. 
Gave a twinkle to the water, 
Touched the ragged hills with smoothness 
Brought the tender I ndiau Summer 
To the melaucholy north-land.” 
“ The maple trees assume the deepest tints, 
in the richest ’variety. These arc the trees 
Mr. McEntee lias chosen for his picture. All 
through the Northern and Middle States, 011 
the shores of our inland lakes, iu the wild, 
deep gleus, upon the slopes of the mountains, 
wherever the maple, oak, poplar, chestnut, 
willow and sumac grow, there may be seen— 
“ Fluttering, falling, wafted downward. 
All the painted leaves of autumn. 
Tis the moon when leaves are falling.' 
“Scattered iike dust and leave-, when t ;e mighty 
blasts of Oc:ober 
Seize them, aud whirl them aloft, and sprinkle them 
far o'er the ocean." 
[The art critic of the Aldine makes a slight 
mistake when he says “ the maple trees are 
the ones which Mr. McEntee has chosen for 
his picture.” The promiuent trees iu the 
picture, aud almost the specialty of the paint­ 
ing, are the silver or white birelies in the frac- 
ground.—Ed.]

The following decisions in Ulster county 
cases »vere made at the General Term of the 
Supreme Court on the second Tuesday of Sep­ 
tember; present—Hon. Theodore Miller, pre­ 
siding, and Pialt Poller and John M. Parker, 
Justices: 
Robert Bodell agst. Thomas Cornell—order 
affirmed with $10 costs. This case, it will be 
remembered, was tried at an Ulster Circuit, 
and that piaintill claimed damages for some 
$3,000, because of the sinking of his boat that 
was being towed by the defendant's steamer. 
A verdict was rendered for defendant, and the 
case was appealed, plaintiff demanding a new 
trial because of some impropriety in the man­ 
ner the jury arrived at their verdict. An argu­ 
ment was had at Special Term, and a new 
trial ordered. The defendant appealed from 
this order to General Term, with the result as 
above stated. The case will "probably lie re­ 
tried soon at an Ulster Circuit.

This 
case was tried at the April Circuit, 1872, iu 
Ulster county. The actiou was brought on 
the failure of defendants to carry out a con­ 
tract for the sale and delivery of some lumber, 
aud the Court directed a verdict for the plain­ 
tiffs of $3,016.68. The defondants appealed 
and the appoal was decided as given above. 
Carpenter & Fowler, plainllffs’ attorneys, Lyon 
& Van Wagoner, attorneys for defendants. 
Louisa Foxcler agst. David A. Martin. This 
is the famous breach of promise case from tho 
southern part of the county, in which the 
plaintiff claimed damages to the amount of 
$5,000.

C o m b a t i n T l i i K l i r . 
Lillie did the tens of thousands of nieu, wo­ 
men and children who thronged the public 
square of Agram, Croatia, on the 15th of Au- 
■4,11st. anticipate that they netc about to wit­ 
ness a spectacle such as has, perhaps, never 
been seen before—a mortal struggle lu mid­ 
air. 
The occasion of the gathering was a 
performance on the tlgbt-rope. 
The acrobat», 
Andreas Kolter and Francis Pergowitch, were 
to appear on theiope which hot! been stretched 
from a window In the Uflh story of the court 
house to a window in an opposite house, a 
distance of two hundred and fifty feet. 
The 
acrobats were to meet midway, aDd then to 
pass each other. 
When the clock struck 12, 
the acrobats emerged .from their respective 
windows dressed in tights, and without bal­ 
ance poles. 
Kolter walked rather cautiously, 
while Pergowitcli «ame to meet him from the 
opposite direction, with n nervous, quick step. 
At last they met, and the ^uspeuse of the 
crowd underneath changed the next moment 
to a feeling of indescribable horror. 
Per- 
gowiich suddenly uttered an angry exclama­ 
tion. and dealt Kolter a terrible blow on the 
head. 
Kolter staggered and fell, but in so 
doing, succeeded in clutching the rope with 
one haud, while with the other he grasped the 
left leg of his assailant. 
Pergowitch now fell 
likewise, but passed his right arm around the 
rope, so that he hung upon it in comparative 
security. 
And now' began a life and death 
struggle. 
Kolter, with his right hand, tried 
to drag Pergowitch from the rope, while Per­ 
gowitch kicked Kolter with his right foot, and 
with his icft hand endeavored to loosen his 
antagonist’s hold. 
No one was able to inter­ 
fere, and the result it was easy to foresee, 
must be the death of one or both the acro­ 
bats. Many women fainted, while strong men 
wept like children. 
What added to the gene­ 
ral despair was the appearance of Kolter’s 
young wife at the open window, from which 
her husband a few minutes before had set out 
upon h i. fatal walk. 
Her piteous screams 
were heard above the din below, and her ap­ 
peals-to Pergowitch to spare her husband's 
life would have moved the heart of an Apache. 
The struggle in mid air lasted perhaps a min­ 
ute, v.hen Kolter suddenly uttered a last cry 
and lost Ids hold. 
He fell to the ground, stri­ 
king it. violently and expiring instantly.— 
W hile Hie people gathered around the corpse 
of poor Kolter, his murderer on the tight rope 
managed to get 011 his feet again. 
With a 
diabolical expression on his face he uttered a 
yell of triumph. 
The prefect of police order­ 
ed Pergowitch to surrender. 
In case he sho’d 
hot do so within five minutes he would be shot 
like a dog. 
Finally he raised himself to his 
feet and ran quickly to the court house win- 
low, where he surrendered, begging that he 
might, be protected from violence. 
There was 
great danger of ids being executed by the peo­ 
ple, who loudly clamored that the murderer be 
given up to them; but the military by a bayo­ 
net charge cleared the public square. 
Pergo­ 
witch being asked what caused him to perpe­ 
trate this crime, said that there* had been a 
grudge between hint apd Kolter ever since the 
latter had married young Rosita Sergauoff, a 
Polish gir! of rare beauty. 
Koiter, in a lit of 
jialousy, had told him he knew one or the 
other of them must die on lids account. 
An­ 
dreas Kolter was the youngest member of 
the disthuruished family of acrobats of that 
name.
